Forms,  Instructions,  and  Kegulations. 

REGULATIONS. 

[Note.— By  strict  complianco  with  the  following  instructions,  a claim  may  gen- 
erally he  completed  with  little  or  no  correspondence.] 

1.  Applications  or  f7ecZam«w?is.— Applications  for  bounty-land  war- 
rants should  be  made  substantially  according  to  the  forms  hereinafter 
given,  and  the  instructions  given  in  the  notes  on  the  forms  must  be  as 
fully  complied  with  as  the  circumstances  of  each  case  will  permit. 

Declarations  must  be  made  before  a court  of  record,  or  before  some 
officer  thereof  having  custody  of  its  seal.  But  in  localities  more  than 
25  miles  from  any  j>lace  at  which  such  court  is  holden,  the  Commissioner 
of  Pensions  may  designate  persons  duly  qualified  to  administer  oaths, 
before  whom  declarations  may  be  made. 

Applications  made  by  Indians  must  be  authenticated  according  to  the 
regulations  to  be  prescribed  by  the  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affidrs. 

Applications  in  behalf  of  minor  children  should  be  made  by  their 
legal  guardians. 

When  several  minors,  or  brothers  and  sisters,  are  entitled  to  the 
same  gratuity,  the  declaration  may  be  made  by  any  one  of  them  in  be- 
half of  all,  for  which  authority  in  legal  form  must  be  given  by  the  other 
children,  duly  executed  and  witnessed,  and  filed  in  this  Bureau. 

The  warrant  will  be  issued  to  all  jointly. 

Evidence  of  the  appointment  of  the  guardian,  under  the  seal  of  the 
court  by  which  it  was  made,  must  be  furnished  ; and  if  any  other  guard- 
ian was  previously  appointed,  it  must  be  shown  that  his  authority  has 
terminated  or  has  been  rev^oked. 

A blank  form  of  declaration  will  be  furnished  upon  request  of  any 
person  desiring  to  apply  for  a warrant.  Such  blanks  are  not  furnished 
to  attorneys  by  this  Bureau. 

2.  Evidence  of  service, — T\  hen  record  evidence  of  the  service  on  ac- 
count of  which  a claim  is  made  does  not  exist,  the  positive  testimony 
of  at  least  two  comrades  of  the  same  comjiany  will  be  required  to  prove 
service.  The  witnesses  must  state  narticularly  the  facts  au<l  circum- 
stances of  the  service. 
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1 1 no  case  will  parol  evidence  be  admitted  to  vary  or  discredit  the 
len  jth  of  any  service  shown  by  the  rolls.  (See  also  section  1*431,  Ee- 
vist  d Statutes.) 

Service  rendered  since  the  3d  of  ]March,  1855,  including  tlie  late rebel- 


lioi , does  not  entitle  to  bounty  land. 

"S  vliere  service  has  been  rendered  by  a substitute,  he  is  the  person  en- 
titl  ‘d  to  bounty  land,  and  not  his  employer. 

3.  Eridenve  of  ulentitij.—lvx  all  cases  the  identity  of  the  claimant,  as 
the  soldier  or  the  heir  ot  the  soldier  who  rendered  the  service,  must  be 
clearly  shown  by  the  testimony  of  parties  who  have  personal  knowledge 
of  he  facts  as  to  the  identity  or  by  the  equivalent  of  sucli  evidence. 

4 . Evidence  of  loyalty.— An  aftidavit  of  the  claimant  and  the  testimony 
of  it  least  two  credible  and  disinterested  witnesses  having  personal 
knowledge  of  the  facts  are  required,  showing  specifically  whether  tlie 


cla  mant,  or  (it  the  soildier  has  died  since  IMarch  4,  ISGl,  and  claim  is 
ma  le  by  the  widow  or  other  heir)  whether  the  claimant  and  the  soldier 


in  5 uy  manner  aided  or  abetted  the  Confederate  Government,  or  whether, 
on  the  contrary,  such  person  or  persons  were  known  to  be  opposed  to 

1 dictinctl\  in  favor  of  its  siqipression  ; and  in  case  of 
the  soldier,  or  any  other  male  person,  whether  he  voted  for  secession, 
served  in  the  Confederate  Army,  or  held  any  office  under  the  Confeder- 
ate Government. 


5.  Evidence  in  icidoivs'  claims. — Claims  by  widows  must  be  supported 
by  satisfactory  jiroof  of  the  marriage  of  the  claimant  to  the  soldier  on 
account  of  whose  service  her  claim  is  made,  of  his  death,  and  that  the 
cla  mant  at  the  time  of  making  her  application  was  a widow,  i.  e.,  un- 
ma  Tied.  The  marriage  of  the  widow  to  the  person  on  account  of  whose 
serdce  and  death  the  claim  is  made  should  be  shown ; (1)  By  a duly 
verified  copy  of  a church  or  public  record;  (2)  by  the  affidavit  of  the 
clei  gyman  or  magistrate  who  officiated ; (3)  by  the  testimouy  of  two 
or  more  eye-witnesses  to  the  ceremony;  (4)  by  the  testimony  of  two  or 
mo 'e  witnesses  who  knew  that  the  parties  lived  together  as  husband 
anc  wife,  and  who  will  state  how^  long,  within  their  knowledge,  such 
col  abitatioii  continued. 

1 1 the  foregoing  statement  the  classes  of  evidence  are  arranged  in  the 
ordir  of  their  relative  weight. 

d he  evidence  to  prove  the  existing  widowhood  of  the  claimant  must 
be  lirect,  and  the  statement  of  witnesses  that  the  claimant  is  the  party 
she  represents  herself  to  be  will  not  be  received  as  satisfactory  proof 
of  ^ ddowhood. 

0 Evidence  in  minors''  claims. — In  addition  to  proof  of  service  and 
death  of  soldier,  as  in  widows’  claims,  applications  in  behalf  of  minors 
um  it  be  supported  by  proof  that  they  are  the  legitimate  children  of  the 
soh  ier  on  account  of  whose  service  the  claim  is  made,  of  the  death  of 
the  widow,  and  that  they  are  the  only  surviving  children  of  the  soldier 
who  were  under  twenty-one  years  of  age  on  the  3d  day  of  March,  1855. 
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To  establish  the  legitimacy  of  the  children  the  marriage  of  the  mother 
to  the  soldier  and  their  births  must  be  proved. 

The  dates  of  birth  of  children  should  be  proved:  (1)  By  a duly  veri- 
fied copy  of  the  church  record  of  baptism  or  public  record;  (2)  by  the 
affidavit  of  the  physician  who  attended  the  mother ; or  (3)  by  the  tes- 
timony of  persons  who  were  pre.sent  at  the  births,  who  should  state  how 
they  are  able  to  testify  to  the  precise  dates. 

The  evidence  is  here  stated  in  the  order  of  the  weight  which  is  attached 
to  it  by  this  Bureau. 

7.  Evidence  in  claims  of  fathers,  mothers,  brothers,  and  sisters, — In  a 
claim  by  a father,  mother,  or  brothers  and  sisters,  the  relationship  must 
be  clearly  ]>roved,  and  the  death  of  all  persons  who  would,  under  the 
law,  have  a lu  ior  title  to  the  bounty  land. 

8.  Evidence  to  complete  claims  of  deceased  persons. — In  completing  the 
claim  of  a deceased  person  leaving  no  successor  to  whom  the  title  would 
descend  under  the  bounty-laud  laws,  the  legal  representatives  must  fur- 
nish proof  of  the  death  of  the  claimant;  and  if  he  died  intestate,  jiroof 
of  heirship  will  be  reipiiied,  which  proof  must  show  the  name,  age,  and 
post-office  addi’ess  of  each  and  every  his  heirs  at  law,  and  their  rela- 
tionship to  the  deceased ; and  where  a will  is  left,  a duly  certified  copy 
of  it,  with  letters  of  probate,  must  be  jireseuted  ; and  in  either  case  full 
authority  must  be  given  by  the  heirs  or  devisees,  if  adults,  or  by  their 
guardians,  if  minors,  for  the  delivery  of  the  warrant  to  some  designated 
person.  If  an  executor  has  been  designated  by  will,  the  claim  should 
be  completed  by  him.  If  there  be  no  executor,  it  is  desirable  that  an 
administrator  be  appointed  to  conqilete  the  claim. 

9.  Duplicate  warrants,  rules  yorerniny  issue  of. — First.  ^Yhenever  a 
warrant  has  failed  to  reach  the  hands  of  the  party  entitled  to  receive 
it,  and  to  whom  it  was  sent,  or  has  been  lost  or  destroyed  after  having 
been  received,  in  order  to  prevent  the  issuing  of  a patent  to  a fraudu- 
lent holder  of  the  same  the  actual  owner  must  at  once  file  in  the  General 
Land  Office  a caveat  in  the  form  of  an  affidavit,  duly  authenticated, 
setting  forth  the  nature  of  his  title  to  the  warrant  and  the  particulars 
as  to  its  loss  [or  destruction],  and  giving  his  post-office  addre.ss  ; and 
these  facts  must  be  established  by  satisfactory  evidence  filed  in  the 
Pension  Bureau. 

Second.  He  must  give  public  notice  of  the  facts  in  the  case,  at  least 
once  a week,  for  six  successive  weeks  in  some  newspaper  of  general 
circulation  published  at  or  nearest  the  place  to  which  the  warrant  was 
directed,  or  where  the  loss  occurred.  lu  such  publication  (a  cojiy  of 
which  must  be  furnished  to  the  Pension  Bureau  with  the  affidavit  of  the 
publisher  as  to  its  due  appearance)  the  intention  must  also  be  expressed 
of  applying  to  the  Commissioner  of  Pensions  for  a reissue  of  the  lost 
warrant,  which  must  be  minutely  described.  (See  form  of  advertise- 
ment, page  20.) 
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1'bird.  The  filing  of  tlie  caveat  in  the  General  Land  Office  Am\  the  ad- 
veitisemcnt  of  the  loss  being  only  preliminary  steps  toward  the  observ- 
au(  e of  the  regulations,  the  owner  of  the  lost  warrant  must  file  in  the 
Pe.  tsion  Bureau,  as  soon  after  the  discovery  of  the  loss  as  ])racticable,his 
de(  laratiou,  under  oath,  duly  authenticated,  as  indicated  under  “ A])pli- 
cations  or  declarations,”  page  3,  second  paragraph,  setting  forth  fully 
and  distinctly  the  time,  place,  and  circumstances  of  the  loss,  and  that 
he  never  sold,  assigned,  nor  voluntarily'  parted  with  his  right  to  the 
warrant  in  question. 

] *'ourth.  In  cases  where  a reissue  of  a warrant  is  sought  on  the  ground 
of  the  non- reception  of  the  original  warrant,  the  agent  or  i)crson  to 
wl  om  it  was  sent  must  unite  with  the  warrantee  or  make  a separate 
aft  davit  as  to  its  non-reception. 

^ifth.  If  the  api)licant  for  the  reissue  be  not  the  ])erson  to  whom  the 
Wt  rrant  was  issued,  but  claims  to  be  the  owner  Ihereol  by  purchase  for 
a '’aluable  consideration,  he  must  give  the  name  and  residence  ot  the 
w<  rrantee,  the  name  and  residence  of  the  i)erson  of  whom  he  bought  it, 
and,  as  far  as  he  may  know  or  can  ascertain,  the  names  and  residences 
of  each  of  the  several  i)arties  through  whom  the  title  of  the  warrant 
dtscended  to  him  from  the  warrantee,  and  adduce  satiffactori/  evidence 
in  proof  o f each  and  all  his  statements  in  reference  thereto. 

Sixth.  The  identity  of  theapplicantinust  be  satistactorily  established, 
ai  d the  credibility  of  each  and  every  affiant  must  be  duly  certified  by 
tha  magistrate  administering  the  oaths,  and  his  official  character  and 
siifuature  must  be  certified  by  the  clerk  of  the  proi>er  court  of  record  of 
his  county,  under  the  seal  of  the  court.  Ko  warrant  Avill  be  reissued 
under  the  foregoing  act  until  after  the  exi)iration  ot  three  mouths  trom 
tl  e date  of  the  filing  of  the  petition  in  the  Pension  Bureau,  and  not  then 
if  it  shall  appear  that  the  original  warrant  is  in  existence. 

The  foregoing  regulations  will  be  strictly  enforced  in  every  instance. 

10.  Evidence,  character  of. — Every  fact  required  to  be  proved  should 
bit  shown  by  the  best  evidence  obtainable. 

11.  Evidence  from  prior  claims  or  records. — Any  evidence  already  on 
fi  e in  this  or  any  other  Bureau  of  the  Government  may  be  made  avail- 
able in  a claim  for  bounty  land  if  a particular  and  definite  description 
o ■ the  maiter  in  which  it  has  already  been  used  be  furnished  this  office. 

12.  Becords,  information  from . — Information  w ill  not  be  furnished  from 
tlie  records  relative  to  service  in  cases  where  a title  to  bounty  land  is 
supposed  to  exist.  The  law  will  be  explained,  upon  inquiry,  but  no 
o )inion  can  be  given  as  to  title  of  indiv'iduals  to  bounty  land  until  their 
c’aims  are  properly  before  this  Bureau. 

Parties  in  making  application  for  land  warrants  should  state  as  fully 
as  possible  all  the  facts  known  to  them  relative  to  the  soldier’s  service, 
g ve  his  personal  description,  and  places  of  re.sidence  at  the  time  of  the 
8<  rvice  and  since;  the  Bureau  will  then  apply  any  evidence  found  in  any 
Tei)artment  of  the  Government  to  the  settlement  of  the  claim. 
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12.  Witnesses. — Witnesses  should  not  merely  confirm  the  statements 
of  other  parties,  but  they  should  give  a detaded  statement  of  the  facts 
known  to  them  in  regard  to  the  matter  concerning  which  they  may 
testify,  and  they  should  state  how  they  obtained  a knowledge  of  such 
facts. 

Witnesses  testifying  to  facts  required  to  be  proved  in  the  prosecution 
of  a claim  for  bounty  land  should,  if  possible,  be  other  than  near  rela- 
tives of  the  claimant. 

tl  lll^tll^?!^  111.  has  any  interest,  direct  or 
indirect,  in  the  prosecution  of  the  claim  in  which  he  may  be  called  to 
testify,  and  should  state  his  age. 

The  residence  and  post-office  address  of  each  witness  should  be  given 
in  his  (or  her)  affidavit,  and  this  Bureau  should  be  jiromptly  notified  of 
any  change  of  residence  of  an  applicant  while  claim  is  pending.  Street 
and  number  should  be  given  if  the  residence  is  in  a city. 

14.  Execution  of  declarations  and  affidavits. — Whenever  a declaration 
or  affidavit  is  Avritten  upon  more  than  one  piece  of  paper,  the  authenti- 
cation of  the  whole  and  of  each  piece  must  be  shown  as  follows : 

First.  They  must  be  attached  to  each  other  and  to  the  jurat  by  a piece 
of  tape,  the  ends  of  which  pass  under  the  official  seal  of  the  officer,  or. 

Second.  An  impression  of  the  seal  must  be  made  through  the  jurat 
upon  each  of  the  separate  pieces  of  paper. 

Affidavits  in  a claim  for  bounty  land  may  be  executed  before  any 
officer  duly  authorized  to  administer  oaths  for  general  purposes ; but  a 
<leclaration  or  affidavit  executed  before  an  officer  who  is  engaged  in 
the  iirosecution  of  the  claim,  or  who  has  a manifest  interest  therein,  will 
not  be  accepted.  Any  officer  before  whom  testimony  in  a claim  for 
bounty  land  may  be  taken  must  therefore  set  forth  in  his  certificate  that 
he  has  no  interest  in  the  prosecution  of  such  claim. 

The  official  character  and  signature  of  the  magistrate  who  adminis- 
ters the  oath  must  be  certified  by  the  proi)er  officer  of  a court  of  record, 
under  the  seal  of  such  court. 

When  the  commission  of  a notary  public  or  other  officer  competent 
to  administer  oaths  for  general  purposes,  or  a certified  copy  of  his  ap- 
pointment, Avith  the  official  seal  (if  he  has  one)  and  signature  attached, 
and  the  certificate  of  the  clerk  of  a court  or  other  proper  officer  to  the 
genuineness  of  his  signature,  is  filed  in  this  Bureau,  his  own  certificate 
under  his  official  seal  AA'ill  be  recognized  thereafter  during  his  term  of 
office.  When  a general  certificate  as  to  the  authority  and  signature  of 
a notary  or  other  officer  has  been  filed  in  this  Bureau,  reference  should 
be  made  to  such  general  certificate  upon  all  papers  verified  before  him 
thereafter.  See  page  20  for  form  of  certificate. 

The  officer  before  whom  a declaration  or  affidavit  is  executed  must 
certify  as  to  his  knowledge  of  the  credibility  of  the  witnesses,  and  must 
state  how  such  kuoAvledge  was  obtained.  If  they  sign  by  mark,  he 
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list  certify  that  the  contents  of  their  depositions  were  fully  made 
lown  to  them  before  he  administered  the  oath. 

Affidavits  should  be  free  from  interlineations  and  erasures.  When 
a 1 alteration  is  made  in  an  affielavit  or  an  addition  is  made  thereto  it 
n list  appear  by  the  certificate  of  the  officer  who  administered  the  oath 
tl  lat  such  alteration  or  addition  was  made  with  the  knowledge  and  cou- 
si  lilt  of  the  affiant  before  the  oath  was  administered. 

The  official  certificates  of  judicial  officers  using  a seal,  or  of  commis- 
s oned  officers  of  the  Army  or  Navy  in  actual  service,  will  be  accepted 
V ithout  affidavit ; but  all  other  witnesses  must  testify  under  oath. 

15.  Inquiries  and  additional  evidence— Ml  inquiries  addressed  to  this 
I ureau  and  all  additional  evidence  filed  should  be  accompanied  with  a 
d escription  of  the  claim  to  which  it  relates,  viz,  the  number  of  the  claim, 
t le  name,  residence,  and  post-oflice  address  of  the  claimant,  and  the 
r ame  of  the  soldier  on  account  of  whose  services  the  claim  is  made,  with 
1 is  company,  regiment,  and  the  State  from  which  he  is  enlisted. 

16.  Assignment  and  location  of  warrants. — Inquiries  relative  to  the 
a ssigument  and  location  of  bounty-land  warrants  should  be  addressed 
t)  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office,  and  also  all  communi- 
c ations  in  regard  to  homestead  lands  for  service  during  the  late  rebellion. 

17.  Bounty  in  money. — Communications  in  regard  to  back  pay,  extra 
\ ay,  and  bounty  in  money,  for  Army  service,  should  be  addressed  to 
t lie  Second  Auditor,  and  for  extra  pay,  prize  money,  &c.,  for  naval  serv- 
i je,  to  the  Fourth  Auditor,  United  States  Treasury  Department. 

18.  Copies  or  originals  of  papers.— 'Seither  the  original  nor  a copy  of 
i my  essential  paper,  except  the  soldier’s  certificate  of  discharge  from 
Ihe  United  States  service,  filed  in  a claim  before  this  Bureau,  will  be 
i iiruished  except  upon  the  call  of  an  officer  of  the  Government  or  of  a 
< ourt  in  which  it  is  required  for  litigation  not  against  the  General  Gov- 
( rnment. 

19.  Discharge  certificates^  copies  of. — Certified  copies  of  original  dis- 
charge certificates  will  be  furnished  upon  the  application  of  the  solaier 

limself  or  his  heirs.  Said  application  should  be  made  in  the  form  of  an 
1 iffidavit,  setting  forth  a full  description  of  the  soldier,  viz,  his  ago  at 

ime  of  enlistment ; his  occupation,  birthplace,  height,  color  of  hair, 

' >yes,  and  complexion  ; and  giving  the  date  and  place  of  his  enlistment 

>r  muster  into  service,  and  the  date  and  place  of  his  discharge.

Here  allege  the  number  of  days  or  months  of  service  rendered  by  the  claimant;  fourteen  days 
hi  ing  the  shortest  period  for  which  bounty  land  is  by  law  allowed,  unless  t!ie  claimant  was  actually 
ei  i:aged  in  a battle.  If  the  claim  is  made  for  battle  service,  or  for  service  at  Plattsburgh  in  1814,  or  for 
sc  -vices  at  the  battle  of  Xickojack,  or  for  services  at  the  battle  of  hewistown,  in  the  wared*  1812,  the 
bi  ink  should  he  so  varied  as  to  allege  such  service  in  addition  to  the  allegation  of  term  of  service.

Here  let  a full  description  follow,  giving  age,  occupation,  birthplace,  height,  color  of  hair,  eyes, 
ai  d complexion,  and  any  other  particulars  as  to  description. 

^ If  any  application  for  bounty  land  or  pensiouhas  previously  been  nunle,  state  the  fact  here,  giving 
t!  e date  and  number,  if  i»ossible,  and  designating  whether  it  was  a claim  for  bounty  land  or  pension, 
ai  d whether  a warrant  for  the  land  or  a certificate  for  the  pension  v as  ever  issued.

Sec,  9.  And  he  it  further  enacted^  That  each  non-com- 
missioned  officer,  musician,  or  private,  enlisted  or  to  be  en- 1 
listed  in  the  Regular  Army,  or  regularly  mustered  in  any  tc 
volunteer  company  for  a period  not  less  than  twelvemonths,  _ 
who  has  served  or  may  serve  during  the  present  war  with 
Mexico,  and  who  shall  receive  an  honorable  discharge,  or 
who  shall  have  been  killed,  or  died  of  wounds  received  or  o. 
sickness  incurred  in  the  course  of  such  service,  or  who 
shall  have  been  discharged  before  the  expiration  of  his  term 
of  service  in  consequence  of  wounds  received  or  sickness 
incurred  in  the  course  of  such  service^  shall  be  entitled  to^ 
receive  a certiticate  or  warrant  from  the  War  Department 
for  the  quantity  of  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres.  * * * ^ 

That  in  the  event  of  the  death  of  any  such  non-commissioned

For  the  redemption  of  the  Treasury  scrip  heretofore 
issued  for  the  satisfaction  of  the  bounties  promised  to  the 
non  commissioned  officers,  musicians,  and  privates  by  the 
ninth  section  of  the  act  of  the  eleventh  of  February,  eighteen 
hundred  and  forty-seven,  to  raise  for  a limited  time  an  ad- 
ditional military  force,  and  for  other  purposes,  and  for  the 
satisfaction  in  money  of  such  bounties  due  under  said  sec- 
tion of  said  act  as  those  to  whom  they  are  due  may  elect  to 
receive  in  money  instead  of  land,  three  hundred  thousand 
dollars.  And  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  is  hereby 
directed,  immediately  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  to  give 
notice  by  publication  for  sixty  days  in  at  least  one  of  the 
principal  papers  in  Washington  City,  Baltimore,  Philadel- 
phia, New  York,  and  Boston,  and  in  such  other  papers  as 
he  may  deem  expedient,  that  the  principal  and  interest  of 
such  scrip  as  has  been  or  may  be  issued  prior  to  the  first 
of  July,  Anno  Domini,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-nine, 
will  be  paid  on  that  day  on  presentation  at  the  Treasury  of 
the  United  States,  and  that  the  interest  on  such  scrip  will 
cease  on  that  day.

[Note.  The  compilers  of  the  Eevised  Statutes  seem  to  have  over- 
looked the  above-quoted  provision  of  the  act  of  March  3,  1849  (an  ap- 
propriation act),  which  repealed  so  mnch  of  the  act  of  February  11, 
1847,  as  provided  for  the  issue  of  scrip  in  lien  of  bounty  in  land,  and 
said  provision  of  the  act  of  February  11,  1847,  has  been  re-enacted  in 
sections  2418  and  2419,  Eevised  Statutes.  It  is,  however,  of  little  im- 
portance in  this  case  whether  the  said  re-enactment,  in  such  a codi- 
fication of  old  laws  as  the  Eevised  Statutes  purports  to  be,  of  a rejiealed 
law  reinstates  that  law  upon  the  statute  books,  for  no  one  is  likely  to  ask 
for  the  issue  of  a scrip  certificate  for  .§100  in  lieu  of  a bounty-land  warrant 
whose  market  value  is  not  less  than  §175.  It  apjiears  from  the  records  of 
this  Bureau  and  those  of  the  Treasury  Department  that  the  last  scrip 
certificate  was  issued  June  28, 1849;  that  all  of  such  certificates  matured 
on  the  1st  of  July,  1849,  when  interest  thereon  ceased.  The  reports  of 
the  Treasury  Department  show  that  all  of  said  certificates  have  been 
redeemed  except  a small  number,  amounting  in  value  to  $3,175.  After 
the  repeal  of  the  scrip  provision  of  the  act  of  1847,  the  Pension  Bureau 
issued,  under  the  act  of  1849,  a certificate  for  $100  in  money  in  lieu  of  a 
warrant  for  ICO  acres  of  land,  and  $25  in  money  in  lieu  of  a warrant  of  40 
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acres.  The  last  certificate  of  this  kind  issued  from  this  Bureau  was 
dated  July  29,  1809.  These  money  certificates  bore  no  interest;  they 
were  simply  so  much  money  paid  the  party  entitled  to  the  warrant  in 
lieu  thereof.  ]

rants at  one  dollar  and  twenty  five  cents  per  acre  and  the 
tract  of  laud  located  on.

■ceed  the  area  specifi(‘d  in  the  warrant,  it  must  be  taken  in 
full  satisfaction  thereof.
